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Carisbrooke. Carisbrooke is one of tbe most notable (For Al>l>RKSS Only ) 

spots on tbe Isle of Wight, being the site of the famous ( 

Castle, the construction of which dates back to the 11th 
century. Other interesting relics of the past are the ruins 
of a Roman Villa, and the Church, originally portion of a 
now vanished Priory, a fine edifice of considerable antiquity 
with a well-preserved Perpendicular tower, bearing date 
1470. 
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
